ADOPTIONS AND LEGITIMATIONS - Under the Adoption Acts 73 (73) 
children were registered as adopted and 9 (21) children were legitimated 
under the Legitimation Acts after the marriage of their parents. 


MARRIAGES. The marriages celebrated during the nine months 
numbered 3,98%3 (3,808) an increase of 175. ‘There was an increase of 
222 marriages during the first six months, but a decrease of 4/7 during 
the last three months. Civil Marriages numbered 393 (312) increase 81. 


EATHS. The deaths registered for the nine months numbered 
4,249 (4,034) an increase of 215. Under 1 year 236 (234), increase 2.

DEATHS FROM ACCIDENTS, &C. For the nine months 218 (24.1) 
deaths were attributed to Accidents, &c. decrease 23. Drowning 16 (31), 
Automobiles 69 (82), Railways 15 (11), Other transport 16 (15), Injury 
from Falls 57 (48), Firearms 6 (5), Burns 13 (14). 


INFANTILE DEATHS. NO. & CAUSES. 236 (234) deaths were re- 
corded for the nine months, being 2 more than for the same period in 
1937. ‘The principal causes were - Whooping Cough 1 (4), Broncho- 
pneumonia and Pneumonia 34 (18), Diarrhoea & Enteritis 17 (10), Mal- 
formations 27 (27), Congenital debility &c. 13 (13), Premature Birth 
70 (90), Injuryat birth 22 (24), Other diseases of early infancy 21 Ever 
and all other causes 31 (31), total 236 (234). 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES NOTIFIED. (Table 5). Numbers of cases 
notified during the nine months are as follows:- Diphtheria 657 (618), 
Dysentery 6 (20), Erysipelas 67 (34), Influenza 31 (129), Measles 1.0 
(52), Poliomyelitis 269 (3), Pulmonary Tuberculosis 222 (249), Scarlet 
Fever 322 (155) and Whooping Cough 179 (160).
